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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues that the Examiner fails to disclose the limitations of the claims. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The mapping 
of limitations to the Fitzsimons and Hamel references are disclosed within paragraph 6 of the final office action mailed 24 June 2005 
and brief explanations are disclosed. Further, the applicant argues that the references fail to suggest the combination disclosed by the 
Examiner with regards to claim 1. However, Hamel discloses using an applet to access ad content to be presented to a user within a 
browser (paragraph 0081 ). Hamel, therefore suggests transmission of ad content through the use of an applet, as suggested by the 
Examiner. The applicant further argues that no motivation to combine references has been provided. However, the Examiner disagrees 
and refers the applicant to paragraph 6. The applicant further argues that the references belong to separate and distinct fields. However, 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both references relate to serving content to a user. Finally, the applicant again argues that the 
references fail to suggest the combination disclosed by the examiner in paragraph 6. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees for 
the reasons stated above. 
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
